The condition Dr. McRae attributes 
to the lack of iodine, which is pe¬ 
culiar to snow water such as that of 
Shoal Lake. The condition, he says, 
can be corrected h>‘ introduction of.

This process Is well Illustrated In No. 2. which show* two electric 
headlight reflectors In the process of receiving sliver plating. In this 
case the plate of silver Is suspended In the centre of the reflector, which 
Is flllod 'with cyanide of potassium solution, and tha electric current flows 
from the plate to the reflector which Is, Itself, the negative pole. 

Illustration' No. 3 shows the next step In the treatment of the head¬ 
light reflector, which, by tlA way. gives the highest concentration of light 
known This Is hand burnishing, Ihe operator burnishing two reflectors 
In a working day. For articles which can be readily polished by a 
rotating buffing wheel, thle Is accomplished In the manner shown in No. 4. 

Upon completion of the polishing operation, articles to be so treated ar, 
placed In a metal container and, by means of a small compressed air gun. 
sprayad with suitable lacquer. If It la desired to ogidlse the plated 
article In order to make it harmonise with woqflwork or other material, 
as Is often the case with copper platings. It la exposed to heat or vapor, 
or Immersed in same solution prior to ths application of the flnlahlng 
coat of lacquer.

Dr. T. Haigh of England to 
Play at Metropolitan 
Church Friday 


MAN LEFT A NOTE 

AND ENDED LIFE 


King George of England has named 
Sir Edward Elgar. O M. the new 
“Master of King's Music." Sir Ed¬ 
ward succeeds Sir Walter Parratt, 
who died ln April last. Bir Walter 
waa “Master" for over thirty years 
receiving his appointment in 1*03. 
ThS first Masters were Davis life!! 
and George Hudson, named In 1680. 
Another Master was the great musi¬ 
cal genius of the seventeenth century. 
Henrjr Purcell. He held office for ten 
years, 1413 to 1UL The duty of the 
Wanter rtf Music formerly waa to 
compose ode* for th# birthday of the 
Sovereign and on all New Year’s 
days. This has been discontinued, | 
but the Master of Music Is expected 
to look after special music for special I 
service* and to be present on all 
state occasions. 

Sir Edward Elgar was born June J 
2. 1857, In Worcester, where his 
father waa organist ln 8 t. George's 
Church. Sir Edward waa knighted 
In 1904. and seven years later he 
received the Order of Merit. He 1 m 
one of the most famous of th# pres¬ 
ent century British composers. Hla 
early works, such as "The Black 
Knight." "King Olaf* and "Caracta- 
cus" whilst giving him distinction 
among present-day writers, his "En- 
glma Variations," “Sea Pictures" 
symphonies, the beautiful oratorio 
"Dream of Gerontlus." has establish¬ 
ed! a world wide reputation. His 
latest works are the overtures "In 
the South" and "Cockaigne.” the 
•'Pomp and Circumstance" matches, 
his "Violin Concertos," the oratorios 
"The Apostles" and "The Kingdom.** 
He also wrote the “Coronation Odo” 
In 1|02 In celebration of the ascen¬ 
sion of Edward VII to the British 
throne. Sir Edward visited this side 
of the Atlantic in 1967, and heard 
the production of hla "Apostles" by 
the Oratorio Society of New York. 
Yale University conferred upon him 
in 1905 the degree of Doctor of Music.
